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Ely hospital eases 
pressure on A&E

OPENING hours at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital 
have been increased to help 
ease the growing pressures 
on Addenbrooke’s. 

The minor injuries unit at 
the Princess of Wales Hos¬ 
pital, off Lynn Road, is now 
open from 8am-8pm seven 
days a week - an extra two 
and half hours every day 
Now health chiefs are urg¬ 
ing residents in the Ely area 
to go to the unit - which 
operates a no appointment 
needed, walk-in service - in¬ 
stead of travelling to A&E at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

ludy Dance, head of clini¬ 
cal services at Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Community Services 
NHS Trust, said: “The aim of 
the extended opening times 
is to provide more accessi¬ 
ble services and reduce the 
pressures on local A&E de¬ 
partments, which are great¬ 
est during winter. 


“Although A&E is for life 
threatening emergencies, 
some people from Ely with a 
minor injury might have felt 
they had no alternative but 
to go to hospital at Hunting¬ 
don or Cambridge outside 
normal opening times. By 
extending these we are of¬ 
fering local people another 
alternative to A&E hospital 
services.” 

The extended hours have 
been approved by the Isle 


of Ely Local Commissioning 
Group (LCG), which com¬ 
missions the service, and the 
trust, which runs the unit. 
They say the opening times 
will be reviewed throughout 
the winter period. 

Capacity at Addenbrooke’s 
remains critical due to a lack 
of available hospital bed 
space. 

Dr Keith McNeil, chief 
executive of Cambridge 
University Hospitals, said:

“Demand on our services 
remains extremely high 
and we continue to contact 
relatives of patients who are 
medically fit to go home, 
with ongoing care needs 
such as feeding or personal 
care and asking them, wher¬ 
ever possible, to take their 
relative home while care 
packages are put in place, 
where appropriate. 

“Given the trust’s contin¬ 
ued critical bed state, it is 


essential that people do not 
attend A&E unless they have 
an emergency or other seri¬ 
ous health problem.” 

The minor injuries unit at 
Ely is able to treat everything 
from earache to wounds, in¬ 
cluding minor burns, mus¬ 
cle and joint injuries, emer¬ 
gency contraception, eye 
problems and minor head 
injuries. 

Dr fohn fones, local GP 
and chairman of Isle of Ely 
LCG, said: “It is important 
that the public choose the 
right NHS service for their 
health needs. 

“Extending the opening 
hours of the minor inju¬ 
ries unit will give the public 
more access to urgent care 
services in Ely. 

“This can help people to 
receive quicker treatment 
and save A&E for emergen¬ 
cies.”

WARNING 

Don't fall for 
council tax 
email scam 

RESIDENTS in the Ely area 
are being urged to be vigilant 
against a possible council tax 
scam. 

The Anglia Revenue Part¬ 
nership, which deals with 
council tax payments and 
benefits on behalf of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), is asking 
taxpayers to be on guard fol¬ 
lowing a call it received from 
a customer in Suffolk. 

The resident had received 
an email entitled ‘Your Coun¬ 
cil Tax Bill Overdue’ - claim¬ 
ing he had an unpaid council 
tax bill. The email went on to 
demand they respond by pro¬ 
viding personal information 
within 72 hours or it threat¬ 
ened action would be taken. 

The resident did not re¬ 
spond and instead contacted 
his local council. 

Jo Brooks, director of regu¬ 
latory services at ECDC, said: 
“The professional fraudster 
will try various techniques 
and tactics to get money out 
of their selected victim - it re¬ 
quires vigilance to not fall for 
the tricks they may use. 

“We would never send an 
email demanding personal 
information. Our bills, includ¬ 
ing arrears notices, are sent 
out by post, any online infor¬ 
mation is only requested via 
the council’s/ARP website.”

Head calls on 
young to vote

THE principal of King’s Ely 
is urging more young peo¬ 
ple to vote - and schools 
to teach the importance of 
voting - following the tragic 
death of young Tunisian Jew, 
Yoav Hattab. 

Sue Freestone says the 
death of Hattab, who was 
killed in an attack on a ko¬ 
sher supermarket in Paris, 
demonstrates that more 
young people should be vot¬ 
ing. 

Writing for the website, 
TES Connect, she said: “As 
a teenager, Yoav was among 
those who took to the streets 
of Tunisia during the Arab 
spring of 2010, sparked by 
protests of police corrup¬ 
tion and ill treatment. Now 
he is dead, having lost his 
life trying to snatch a terror¬ 
ist’s gun. 

“We are just weeks away 
from a general election and 
with many sixth-formers 
at my school voting for the 
first time, it is humbling to

realise that the right to vote 
our young people receive - 
which should be cherished 
as the norm - is something 
still fought for in other parts 
of the world. 

“There is a deep and sad 
irony that a young man who 
stood up for his belief in de¬ 
mocracy in Tunis has paid 
with his life for the rights of 
others to be alive in Paris. 

“In the same way, eight 
staff at Charlie Hebdo were 


assassinated for exercising 
their right to free speech. In 
both cases the message is 
that having the courage to 
stand up for what you be¬ 
lieve in has a price and that 
price has been paid, by oth¬ 
ers, for us.” 

Mrs Freestone added: 
“The likes of Russell Brand, 
who tells young people not 
to waste their time exercis¬ 
ing their democratic right to 
live in a culture governed by 
democracy, must give pause 
to wonder whether freedom 
born of rebellion is all it’s 
cracked up to be. 

“Those who urge young 
people not to vote are dis¬ 
playing an arrogance and an 
ignorance of the systems we 
should cherish. 

“We have to go back to the 
Middle Ages to find a time 
when uniformity of belief 
was considered necessary 
to a functioning society 
and Brand’s message that 
‘his way is the only way’ is 
no better than what he per¬ 
ceives to be a political sys¬ 
tem peopled by universally 
corrupt individuals.”

Horses to 
be moved 

HORSES which have been 
grazing in a field owned by Ely 
Cathedral for years are to be 
moved. 

The cathedral has confirmed 
it has asked for the horses to 
be removed from the Dean’s 
Meadow, near Cherry Hill Park, 
because the meadow “requires 
regeneration” - but also be¬ 
cause people have been bitten. 

Stephen Bourne, adminis¬ 
trator and chapter clerk at the 
cathedral, said: “The horses 
have been occupying Dean’s 
Meadow by agreement with 
John Barcham Stevens, who 
rented the meadow from the 
cathedral, but who died last 
year. Since then, the cathe¬ 
dral has been considering how 
best to take care of and use the 
meadow. 

“There have been a few in¬ 
cidents of people having been 
bitten by them... however, the 
main reason for plans to vacate 
the land is maintenance.” 

He added it was likely the two 
horses still remaining would be 
moved to an alternative loca¬ 
tion.

Man in court on 
murder charge

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with the murder of Adri¬ 
an Williams in Newmarket. 

Peter Crotty, 33, of Nimbus 
Way in Newmarket, appeared 
at Bury Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday. 

Mr Williams, who lived in So- 
ham, died last Tuesday at Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital after he 
sustained serious head injuries 
in Newmarket on December 27. 

Police, ambulance crews and 
Suffolk Accident Rescue Ser¬ 
vice were called to the incident, 
which happened on the High 
Street, close to the junction with 
The Avenue at about 9.55pm. 

Mr Williams was given emer¬ 
gency anaesthetic by SARS but 
died 17 days after the incident. 

Crotty, a former owner of De 
Niros nightclub in Newmarket, 
had originally been charged 
with causing grievous bodily 
harm but following Mr Williams’ 
death, the charge was changed 
to murder. 

He did not enter a plea when 
he appeared before Magistrates 


and his case was sent to Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Crotty was remanded in cus¬ 
tody until a further hearing at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court on April 10. 

Tributes and flowers have 
been left to 51-year-old Mr Wil¬ 
liams, who was known as Gus, at 
the gates of the Memorial Gar¬ 
dens in Newmarket following 


the news of his death. 

A can of beer and a Welsh 
flag were also left at the scene 
to remember the popular farm 
worker, who was originally from 
Wales. 

One said: “Rest in peace, one 
of the good guys.” 

Another added: “Can’t believe 
I’m writing this note, RIP Gus.”

AN ambulance crew which 
left a dead body lying on the 
floor beside rubbish bins at 
Ely ambulance station - so 
they could finish their shift 
on time - were told it was 
“common practice” and had 
happened before, an inquest 
heard. 

An inquest was held into 
the death of James Harrison, 
32, of Hardwicke Close, Lit- 
tleport, last Wednesday. 

Mr Harrison collapsed and 
died in Ponts Hill, outside 
the town’s fire station, in the 
early hours of September 24 
last year and was found by a 
local milkman. 

An ambulance crew from 
Downham Market, Norfolk, 
who were due to finish their 
night shift at 6am, arrived at 
the scene at 5.30am after the 
milkman dialled 999. 

Despite paramedics and 
police officers’ best efforts, 
Mr Harrison, who had a his¬ 
tory of drug abuse, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

However, instead of ex¬ 
tending their 15-hour shift 
to transport the body to the 
mortuary at Addenbrooke’s 
hospital, they took him to 
nearby Ely ambulance sta¬ 
tion, in Nutholt Lane, and 
left the body to be collected 
by an undertaker. 

The undertaker never ar¬ 
rived and it was not until af¬ 
ter 8am that another ambu¬ 
lance crew was sent to take

him to hospital. 

Opening the inquest, 
William Morris, coroner 
for North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, rejected an ap¬ 
plication from lawyers for 
the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service Trust (EEAST) 
to restrict the inquest to the 
death itself and not include 
details of the circumstances 
which followed. 

Mr Morris said it was in the 
public interest to consider 
the “indignity, distress and 
possibility of forensic evi¬ 
dence being compromised” 
by the delays. 

He concluded that Mr 
Harrison, who lived with his 
mum, Diane, died acciden¬ 
tally as the result of taking a 
cocktail of prescribed anti¬ 
depressants and insomnia 
medication. 

Paramedic Steve Hibbitt, 
who was tasked with inves¬ 
tigating the incident, which 
was reported last year after 
a whistleblower contacted 
the Ely News, gave evidence 
at the inquest and said crews 
in that area had failed to take 
bodies straight to hospital 
on seven previous occasions. 

On two occasions bodies 
had been left on the floor 
and on five occasions in the 
back of an ambulance. 

The inquest heard para¬ 


medics David Glenton and 
Ann-Marie Poole attended 
the incident along with first 
responder Dharamendra 
Narotam, who suggested 
the body could be left at the 
ambulance station and col¬ 
lected later. 

Mr Glenton did not ques¬ 
tion this decision and told 
the inquest: “He made it 
sound like it was common 
practice.” 

Mr Hibbitt added: “The 
crew were not familiar with 
this procedure but were ad¬ 
vised it was a normal local 
practice and several bodies 
had been left in this way be¬ 
fore. 

“The responder did not 
feel he was doing anything 
inappropriate and that he 
was doing something re¬ 
spectful by covering him in 
clean sheets.” 

Tracy Nicholls, the trust’s 
director of clinical quality, 
said: “We apologise whole¬ 
heartedly to the family for 
the distress this incident 
has caused - it should never 
have happened. 

“The trust has carried out 
a full investigation into this 
matter and it is clear that in¬ 
correct decisions were made 
and the trust’s procedures 
were not followed.” 

The members of staff in¬ 
volved are subject to an 
ongoing investigation, she 
added. 


Bonfire in garden sparks a warning 


A BONFIRE in Soham 
has sparked a warning to 
residents. 

Firefighters were called to 
a property in Military Road 
after a rubbish fire was left 
unattended in a garden. 

The cause of the fire, 
which the crew attended at 


2.45pm on Saturday, was 
accidental and a hose reel 
was used to extinguish the 
flames. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: "We 
would urge residents 
to avoid burning waste 


materials in their gardens 
and instead take them to a 
local waste and recycling 
centre. If you do decide to 
have a bonfire, never leave 
it unattended, build it well 
away from property and 
foliage and avoid lighting it 
during windy weather."

We need better 
indoor sports, 
says new report 


AN ASSESSMENT of indoor 
sports facilities in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has found de¬ 
mand is increasing and cre¬ 
ating shortfalls - particularly 
in the provision of swimming 
space, gym equipment and 
fitness studios. 

The research, conducted 
by The Sports Consultancy, 
also highlighted the need for 
councils and clubs to work 
more closely with residents 
to deliver better services. 

Among the report’s find¬ 
ings were falling levels of sat¬ 
isfaction with indoor sports 
facilities in the district, with 
many of the centres now 
more than 30 years old. 

Councillor Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of commercial ser¬ 
vices committee at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said the challenge was decid¬ 
ing how to use “very limited 
funds” to make a difference.

He said: “Staying, or be¬ 
coming, fit and healthy is 
not just an aspiration - with 
greater strain being put on 
our health and social care 
systems, the need to take ex¬ 
ercise becomes even more 
important. 

“This is a challenge we face 
at all ages and abilities as 
recent research shows obe¬ 
sity levels in young people 
across the country growing at 
alarming levels.” 

The report makes clear that 
the new district leisure cen¬ 
tre will address most of the 
demands for indoor leisure 
facilities up to 2026. 

However it also suggests 
local communities, parish 
councils, the Leisure Centre 
Trusts and district council 
work together to deliver an 


action plan. 

The Sports Consultancy 
looked at all of the indoor 
sports facilities available in 
the district, assessing the 
supply, satisfaction, size and 
quality of their facilities. 

Councillors at last week’s 
Commercial Services Com¬ 
mittee agreed to task the 
Sport and Health Develop¬ 
ment Service Review Group 
to report back to their next 
meeting to highlight what is 
needed. 

They have also asked full 
council to consider amend¬ 
ing the CIL Regulation 123 
list to include indoor sports 
facility projects.

Too late for this 

LITTLEPORT Parish Council spoke 
out last week regarding access to the 
new schools site. 

Littleport Leisure and Community 
Centre is pleased that Littleport 
has councillors who are interested 
in education, sports and leisure. 
However, their statement has huge 
gaps in it as well as misinformation. 
Anybody in Littleport will understand 
that once 1,000 children are using 
the schools, the volume of traffic will 
increase, wherever the schools are 
sited. 

The majority of that traffic will be at 
the start and end of the school day 
and not all day, and not at weekends 
and school holidays. 

The Highways Authority is supportive 
of the proposed access route off 
Camel Road and all other possible 
access routes have been considered. 
The one off Camel Road and using 
the current existing roadway to the 
centre is the safest for all. 

To have access across Littleport 
Leisure Community Centre land (at 
the back of the current Centre) will 
actually eat up more of the green 
space in Littleport in comparison to 
using the current access road. 
Considering that the Parish Council 
not only agreed to the Littleport 
Masterplan but also fought to have 
the schools sited on the proposed 
site it is a great shame that they have 
become interested only recently. 

If more of them had been involved 
months ago they would have been 
able to gain assurance that this is 
the safest access route; and that 
the county council has listened to 
comments and suggestions made by 
all others involved. 

Now after a public consultation has 
been concluded it looks like some 
members of the Parish Council are 
bent on causing delays and increasing 
costs. 

Most importantly, if Cambridgeshire 
County Council decides that this 
is too difficult a task to undertake 
(because of the opposition from some 



of the members of the Parish Council) 
then Littleport could lose £33 million 
of state of the art resources and 
community facilities.

Crisis ahead 

IT was reported in the local press that 
NHS England plans to cut the budgets 
for GP services. 

I shall be pursuing such a 
preposterous policy when A&E 
departments are already being used 
as an alternative. 

However, the impact on Soham 
should concern everyone. I have 
consistently publicly raised the issue 
of excessive building over a short 
period of time. This seems to have 
been done with no consideration for 
the need to improve infrastructure 
given that in 2007 ECDC produced a 
208-page paper which clearly stated 
that services can not cope with new 
builds until after 2016. Since then 
we have had several "development 
plans" which have ignored public 
concerns. 

A local councillor dismissively told 
me that "without the people we can't 
improve the infrastructure". This 
left me speechless and wondering 
what happened to common sense. 
Added to that I have tried to raise 
my concerns with the leader of the 
Planning Committee and my queries 
have been ignored. 

So much for democracy from those 


who are elected to represent us. 

A recent FOI response tells me 
that since 2007 "2,020 dwellings 
including flats have been granted 
planning permission". 

That means a minimum of 4,000 
more people moving here over seven 
years given that most of the houses 
are three to five bedrooms. 

There has been no new surgery or 
substantial extension of Staploe; very 
little in the way of sewerage and 
electricity improvements, an already 
over subscribed new primary school 
raises questions about secondary 
school provision to meet the needs 
of the many at the three primaries 
and then we have the congestion 
and pollution that the increased 
population with cars creates. 

Added to that six new sites, all on 
agricultural land, are moving forward 
apace. 

I urge people to start challenging this 
council because we are walking into 
a crisis, the most important being that 
of an excellent surgery being under 
huge pressure about to lose some of 
its funding.

Electric blanket most 


cause of fatal fire

AN electric blanket was the most 
likely cause of a house fire in which 
a “kind and funny” pensioner died, 
an inquest heard. 

Terry Kidman, 72, was found 
dead in the early hours of July 4 
last year after a blaze started inside 
the living room of his home in New 
Barns Avenue, Ely - the property he 
had lived in the majority of his life. 

Firefighters managed to gain ac¬ 
cess to the house, despite the thick 
smoke, but were too late to save Mr 
Kidman, who was known among 
friends and neighbours as ‘Terry 
with the hat’. 

An inquest held into his death 
last Wednesday heard the most 
likely cause of the inferno was an 
electric blanket, which fire inves¬ 
tigators believe Mr Kidman had 
on his lap - on maximum power - 
despite the incident happening in 
mid-summer. 

Kevin Napier, a fire investigator 
at Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “The fire started in 
the armchair location of the living 


room, which is where Mr Kidman 
spent the majority of his time. He 
effectively lived in the living room 
and the chair itself. 

“There were large amounts of 


items inside the premises; it’s fair 
to say Mr Kidman was a hoarder. 

“During excavations of the living 
room, a four-bar extension lead 
was found. Three electrical items 


were plugged into it, including a 
lamp, a kettle and an electric blan¬ 
ket, which neighbours of Mr Kid¬ 
man say he used to put on his lap 
and use all-year round in order to 
keep warm. 

“There is evidence that the elec¬ 
tric blanket was plugged in just 
prior to the fire starting, and that 
it was set to the maximum level, 
despite it being a very warm July 
evening.” 

Mr Napier added: “There is also 
evidence that Mr Kidman had been 
watching television with the TV set 
either on his lap or on the arm of 
the chair too. 

“That, combined with the heat 
of the electric blanket and the piles 
of clothes and blankets that he had 
around him, would have contrib¬ 
uted to a dangerous build-up of 
heat.” 

Coroner William Morris heard 
that Mr Kidman led an “isolated” 
and “solitary” life, and that he had 
numerous health issues, including 
obesity, Type II Diabetes and kid¬ 
ney disease, the majority of which 
he declined treatment for. 

A conclusion of accidental death 
was recorded. 


Crackdown on poachers 

RESIDENTS are being urged to 
remain vigilant to help police combat 
hare coursing and poaching in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

The number of people reported for 
poaching offences in Cambridgeshire 
since December 8 last year is now up 
to 20 and police say calls from the 
public “really make a difference” when 
it comes to tracking down the culprits. 
Anyone who spots suspicious activity 
in the countryside should call police on 
101 or 999 in an emergency.

School heads 
talk funding 


HEAD teachers from all of 
East Cambridgeshire’s sec¬ 
ondary schools came to¬ 
gether as part of a campaign 
to secure fairer funding for 
their schools. 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, and 
the school principals met 
with Nicky Morgan, the new 
Secretary of State for Edu¬ 
cation, to again press their 
case for funding. 

Heads from Ely College 
and Soham, Witchford, Bot- 
tisham, Impington and Lin¬ 
ton Village Colleges attend¬ 
ed, as did Lucy Frazer, the 
Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for South East 
Cambs, and Philip Hodg¬ 
son, chairman of the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Schools Forum. 

Sir Jim said: “This is an ab¬ 
solutely critical issue for our 
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local schools who are simply 
seeking a level playing field 
in terms of funding. 

“We have been languish¬ 
ing at the bottom of the 
funding table for too long. 

“Our schools are doing 
a fantastic job with the re¬ 
sources they have, but could 
do even better if they were 
funded at a level more com¬ 
parable with schools in oth¬ 
er counties.” 

Cambridgeshire has been 
consistently one of the low¬ 
est funded authorities in the 
country. 

Further funding of £20.5 
million was announced by 
the Government in March 
last year but concern re¬ 


mains for the situation be¬ 
yond 2015/16. 

At the meeting, all the 
school heads expressed 
their concern at the effects 
that years of under-fund¬ 
ing was having upon their 
schools and their frustration 
at the disparity between 
their available resources in 
comparison with schools in 
other counties only a short 
distance away. 

Ms Frazer said: “I have 
been into many schools 
in the area. We are lucky 
to have some of the most 
skilled teachers in the coun¬ 
try and some incredibly able 
students. 

“I will be lobbying contin¬ 
uously for a fairer funding 
formula to ensure that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire children get the 
best possible education.”

Tourism on 
the rise in the 
Ely district 


TOURISM is on the rise in 
the Ely area, according to 
new figures. 

New research shows 
that in 2013 there were 3.4 
million trips to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire worth £182 
million to the local econ¬ 
omy, with the tourism in¬ 
dustry directly employing 
3,335 people. 

The ‘Economic Impact 
of Tourism’ report from 
TSE Research highlights 
how the total number of 
trips, day visitors, day visi¬ 
tor spend and total tour¬ 
ism monetary value has in¬ 
creased dramatically since 
the last report in 2010. 

There were 2.6 million 
trips worth £164 million 
pounds to the local econo¬ 
my in 2010. 

A further comparison is 
in day visitor spend; this 
stood at just over £92 mil- 
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lion in 2010 but in 2013 it 
was £120 million. 

Cllr Hamish Ross, ser¬ 
vice delivery champion 
for markets and town cen¬ 
tres at East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, said: 
“There are a number of 
sectors of our economy 
which are growing but this 
report shows just how im¬ 
portant tourism is to East 
Cambridgeshire’s econom¬ 
ic growth. 

“The numbers are very 
impressive - the industry 
is worth £182 million to 
our economy, it employs 
thousands of people and 
there were 3.4 million trips 
to the district in 2013.” 

Cllr Ross said the coun¬ 
cil is determined to fur¬ 
ther improve the figures. 


He said: “The council has 
worked very hard to pro¬ 
mote East Cambridgeshire 
as a place to visit through 
the outstanding team at 
the tourist information 
centre in Oliver Cromwell 
House to the partnership 
work with venues across 
the area. 

“We are lucky to have so 
many outstanding places 
to visit from Ely Cathedral 
to Wicken Fen and An¬ 
glesey Abbey but we have 
many others which have 
charmed and entranced 
many people.

Agent’s blog 


S omeone asked me recently, 
in jest, if there was a 
retirement age for estate 
agents, as it was my 57th 
birthday in December. My reply 
was a firm “no”! 

The comment triggered a 
train of thought, though, and 
I realised that 2015 would 
be my 25th year in Ely as an 
independent agent and my 35th 
year in the property business. 

I began in Ely as a 21 year 
old trainee with Ekins Dilley 
and Handley, who were unusual 
in those days as they had a 
dedicated training department. 

This department was based at 
head office in Huntingdon, and 
everyone from partners to sales 
negotiators would be schooled 
once a month on the latest 
methods and ideas propounded 
by a man called Joe Klock who 
was an American ‘Realtor’ and 
trainer that they had specially 
imported to help set up the 
department. 

Ekins was the first company 
to be bought by Prudential 
Assurance, back in the days 
when the financial services 
industry believed that they could 
make easy money by selling 
their policies and endowments 
through chains of estate agents. 
All their further acquisitions 
were modelled on the Ekins 
method of conducting business. 

How things have changed! In 
those early days all I needed 
was a telephone, a card index 
box for applicant cards and a 
large notebook called a ‘Plan for 
the Day’. 

Our sales particulars had 
black and white pictures and 
there were no such things as 
floor plans or websites. I would 
often still be at my desk into 
the early evening trying to 
reach people who had viewed a 
property or had us out to value 
their home, as in those days 
there was no email, no mobile 
telephones and personal calls at 
work were frowned upon! 

The workplace has changed 
for all of us, and estate agency is 
no different. It’s been interesting 
and exciting in equal measure 
and I still find myself looking for 
the next idea or trend that will be 
the next ‘Big Thing’.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this. 


Change of address - tell companies and 
organisations that you are moving!

1 WEEK TO GO:

LI Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

LI Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move.

Joy as RSN picks Ely 


S OME of the country's most exquisite 
embroiderers are showcasing their 
work in Ely. 

It is extremely rare for the Royal 
School of Needlework to exhibit 
outside their own premises at London's 
Hampton Court Palace, but next month 
they will be exhibiting at Ely Cathedral. 

The exhibition, entitled 'For Worship 
and Glory', will include more than 60 
impressive displays of significant pieces 
of needlework which have been worked 
on by the RSN and which form part of 
their own collection. 

One of the many highlights will be 
six of the twelve 'Litany of Loreto' 
embroidery panels which were 
bequeathed to the RSN by a convent in 
Sussex. These panels are rarely on public 
display. 


Other pieces of work include 
depictions of theological figures and 
symbols all using a wide range of threads 
and embroidery techniques, as well as 
rare examples of white work altar cloths, 
burses, stoles and chalices. 

Lesley Ann Thompson, director of 
communications at the cathedral, said: 
"We are very honoured to be hosting 
an exhibition of such rare exhibits in 
collaboration with the RSN. 

"The last exhibition of embroidery 
at Ely was over 20 years ago. For most 
people this will be the only opportunity 
to see some significant pieces of 
embroidery rarely on public display such 
as the Litany of Loreto panels. 

"Even if you are not drawn to 
embroidery or sewing, the exhibition 
cannot fail to impress."

Artefacts from Ely Cathedral's own 
collection will also be on display. These 
include a Mediaeval Cope (circa 1470), 
an 18th century gold vestment set and 
the recently restored white altar frontal 
dating from 1897. 

Thanks to the Society of Antiquaries, 
an 11th century gilded bronze chasuble 
pin will also be temporarily returning 
to Ely especially for the exhibition. It 
was originally discovered in the tomb of 
Archbishop Wulfstan (d. 1023) who is 
buried in the cathedral, and was gifted 
to the society in 1771. 

The exhibition is running from 
February 4-28 in the cathedral's Lady 
Chapel. Entry is £8, which also includes 
access to the cathedral. Visit www.
